A. Oliver G. SCANTLING Segment (in relation to project objectives.) 


1. "To collect operational information pertaining to LIMERICK personnel 

anc physical facilities." SCANTLING has continued to provide worthwnile ‘n- 
sormation in support of this objective. i (See previous project review forwarded 
by HMMA-20052 of 18 October 1962.) Duri.g the past year SCANTLING was used to 
follow up leads produced by both LIFEAT and LIENVOY in support of this objective. 
In particular SCANTLING provided, in biueprint detail, casing reports on the 
hones of two Soviet intelligence officers who are targets for Station technical 
overations, : | 

SCANTLING also is used te aid the Station in maintaining current records 
of the residences of Soviet perscmmel living in Mexico. This 1s acconplished by 
SCANTLING's followup of LIENVOY Leads which indicate Soviet interest in renting 
specific properties. ; :

"To collect operational infornavion and identify operational leeds 
pertaining to Station targets of opportunity." The LIEINNAP operation, 
nantied by GERSHDE, is still the major contributor to this objective. 


LIENTRAP operational emphasia continues to remain in the erea of photo stakcout 
of Qrominent ‘Maxioen Communi sts and is presently working fulltime on providins 
pictures of individual Coommiat sl, hor pacted of being meatings sites used 


by the Gommunti st Part ¥. and the eid ae Sart Headcnarcers itselfy LISNTRAP 
has also récently begun to be used on ZRKNICK leads. It is expected that 
activities of }LENTRAP in that latter area will expand in the coming year. 


3. "To provide operational support to Station operations including the 
renting of hotel rooms and safe avartments, renting and servicing of fpost ofrice 
boxes, and conducting counter-surveillences." GERENDE's contribution to the —~ 
AMROD operation was noted in paragraph I.A.5.a. above. GiRENDE’s coaprehensive 
area knowledge and personal overational capabilities enable him to make a 
valuable contribution in such operations as AMHOD and also enable him to procure 
the most desireable safe sites in support of the Stetion's overetions. The 
vroject's assets, particularly GERENDE ani LIEMPTY-10, presently provide 20 
post office box mail drops for use of Mexico City Station and other Stations. 
Althoush it is planned to reduce this namber considerably during the naxt year, 
(since other Station assets now can provide a number of live accomnodation 
addresses), a mumber of post office boxes will be retained for use in future 
ooerations. 


kh, The quality and quantity of ovsrational information produced by the 
vhotosrenhic bases and other activities under GERENDE's control and supervision 
is considered by the Station worthwhile and in some cases unique. It is con- 
cluded, therefore, that this segment of the LIEMPTY Project shonli be continved. 


C. Relationshiv to the Related Mission Directive 





As noted in the examples given above, Project LIEMPIY nas provided valuable 
support to many Station operetions and chereby has been a contributing factor to 
the fulfillment of the Releted Mission objectives of the Station. Tae project 
has not vroduced any positive intellizence nor is it intended to do so. Tne 
project's sole purpose is to provide a mecnanism for tiie development of opera- 
tional information.

Tne one major change made in the LIEMPTY Project was the replacement of 
GiSNDS by SCANTLING aa cutout with the LETS) basehouce. This vas arranges _ 
$0 as to provide GENEMS with more time..for: rapid processing of the LIE PTY 
ghototake.- It also sakes for better rayoort with the basetiouse. keever (LIGMTE 6) 
since SCAIZ7LING is closer in age to him than ‘is GERSNDE.

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ordered by her doctors and an operation may be necessary in early 1964. 

It is therefore unlikely that she will bé able to work during the coming 
project year, Station does not plan to request cancellation of her operational 
clearance at this time, but has not included salary payments to her in the 
estimated costs of the project for the coning year. 





The unusual salary increase reflected for LIEMPTY-19 in the "Project Costs" 
(below) sactionfor the coming year is due to this agent's new duties of LIF=AT 
processing in addition to her old duties as translator. Agent's OA was emended 
for this use on 2 January 1963. 


III. EFFECTIVENESS 


The comments made concerning the project's effectiveness in the Project 
Renewal of 1960 (HMMA 15979) remain valid. Indeed the Station's need for the 
type of services provided by the assets of this project are at least as great 
today as they were when those comments were originally forwarded. 


IV, PROBLEMS = 


There are presently no know major; problems facing the operation which tould 
affect either the security or the effectiveness of this operation. The security 
problen facing the LICALLA portion of the operation and deserided in Bet¥A-15979 
and subsequent renewal requests has been resolved by the Cuban Government's release 
of three KURIOT personnel earlier this year. As was noted previously, one of 
<his grouv hal knowledge of the LICALLA. operation. 


Both SCANTLING and GERENDE took the LCFLUTTER during! the month of October 
1963. No security problems were revealed by this test.

V. PLANS : 


Tne Station considers that tne project is operating at its optimm size and 
does not plan to expend it during the coming year. Efforts will be cont‘ nuei to 
refine and better utilize the existing project organization and to izprove tre 
compartmentation and security of the project. 


VI. COSTS

imately $US 50,680.00 during FY 1965 (1 December 1962 - 30 June 1953) and has
